General Sir Eric Swayne Says 
Recruits Must Be Secured 
by Spring. 


London, October 17.—‘‘Great Britain 
needs three million more men Dy 
spring.” This declaration was made 
today by Brigadier General Sir Eric 
Swayne, director of recruiting in the 
northern command, in a speech at Hull. 
General Swayne estimated that Ger- 
still has between 9,000,000 and 
10,000,000 men from the ages of 18 to 
45, and that, therefore, it is useless to 
talk about wearing out Germany.

Third Bombarded Area. 

“The third area contains two dam- 
aged business premises. On the first 
a large modern building constructed of 
reinforced concrete and with steel and 
concrete roof and flooring, two. bombs 
were dropped, one of them actually on 
the roof and one on the pavement im- 
mediately beneath the doorway. The 
bomb on the pavement appears to have 
exploded sideways. At any rate, the 
damage done, which consisted chiefly 
of broken glass and plaster, occurred 
mainly in the houses on the other side 
of the street. The bomb which dropped 
on the roof of the building itself did 
little damage. 

“In the same area a bomb was 
dropped on the roof of a small hotel, 
the ground floor of which was occu- 
pied as an office.

“The actual period of the bombard- 
ment did not last a minute, and the 
distance from the spot where the first 
bomb dropped to the last could not 
have been more than six hundred 
yards. Within sixty yards no less 
than five fell together, while nearby 
three fell in a single garden, 
did not measure more than 
yards square. 

“The striking and fortunate feature 
of the bombardment in this district 
and, indeed, of the whole attack on 
this occasion, is the number of cases 
in which the bombs dropped. not 
the buildings, but on the ground. In 
only three cases in this suburban area 
were houses actually struck, 
of course, the foree of the explosions 
was sufficient to destroy whole houses 
even at a considerabie distance.

Traversing the very heart of the retail 
district and easily accessible to the thou- 
sands who cross it on Whitehall, Broad and 
Pryor streets every day, there is a possible 
business future for Alabama street, the ex- 
tent of which cannot be estimated. 

Notwithstanding this, lower Alabama has 
fallen behind in the march of business 
progress. There is not the same demand for 
Alabama street locations that is found on 
side streets that are much less closely in’ 
touch with the trade center. Lower Ala- 
bama street property values have not kept 
up in proportion with values on side streets 
which have considerably 
than it possesses. 

Is it because Alabama street property 
owners are less enterprising and progress- 
ive? Glancing over the list of their names, 
it is difficult to believe this. They are men, 
most of them, who have been materially 
benefited by city growth, and who have con- 
tributed to city progress. 

President R. R. Otis, of the Atlanta Real 
Estate board, has devoted personal time and 
attention to the matter for the last two or 
three years, with no other motive than that 
of personal pride in civic progress, but has 
been unable to reach the desired goal be- 
cause of a few who hesitate to spend $2 a 
front foot for an improvement which would 
enhance the value of their property from 
100 to 200 times that amount. _ 

Is this an indication of the real reason 
why Alabama street has not kept the pace? 
It might well be so. While other streets far 
less favorably located have caught the spirit 
of progress and followed it, Alabama has 
done practically nothing. The consequence 
is the others have forged ahead. 

Alabama must get into the limelight, if 
she expects to attract the sort of attention 
that builds property values. Putting in the 
white way lights is one very valuable and 
important way of doing it. The preliminary 
expense of $2 a front foot is all the property 
owner has to bear; maintenance charges are 
paid by the city. 

But if Alabama street is to do this in 
time for next year, the property owners must 
get busy now. The matter of civic progress 
aside, there isn’t one of them who can af- 
ford to ignore or overlook this opportunity, 
considered from the absolutely selfish view- 
point. It means money in their pockets. 

If it is to be done, application must be 
made soon to the city for the service, in 
order that it may be included in the January 
budget. The expense for these few blocks 
is small, and the city will undoubtedly be 


glad to include it; but it must be known.

Death of Arthur P. Dodge, 
Leader First in Industry 
And Then in Religion 


Arthur Pillsbury Dodge, lawyer, inventor, 
author and publisher and for many years 
head of the Bahai movement in this country, 
a religious propaganda, died last Tuesday 
in his home at Freeport, L. l. He was sixty- 
six years old and had been in ill health a 
long time. 

After educating himself, Mr. Dodge, who 
was descended from a family that reached 
this country from England in 1630, worked 
in the country stores of New Hampshire 
while he studied law. Upon being admitted 
to the bar in 1879 his rise was rapid. He 
went to Boston, became a member of the 
Massachusetts bar and later was admitted to 
practice in many states. One of his early 
clients was Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, and 
it is believed that that association instilled 
into him the spirit of investigation which 
was the predominant note of his later life. 

He began the publication of magazines 
with an educational motive in 18386. With 
him were associated William Dean How- 
ells and Dr. Edward Everett Hale. He 
founded The New England’ Magazine, the 
Bay State Monthly and the Granite State 
Monthly. 

He went to Chicago in 1893 to publish a 
move- 
ment and met George M. Pullman, who 
diverted him into the organization of a com- 
pany to intreduce a steam motor for surface 
car lines. While working on that with the 
late Charles T. Yerkes, the electric’ syg- 
tem was perfected and Mr. Dodge came to 
New York. He brought with him the first 
message of the Bahai movement, heard at 
the congress of religions at the world’s fair. 
Since then he had been the leading exponent 
of that work in this country. He strove to 
show that the Bahai movement-almed at the 
unification of all religions. 

He and Mrs. Dodge made a pilgrimage to 
Syria in 1910, where Abdul Baha Abbas, head 
of the world movement, was held a prisoner 
by the Turks, and when that dignitary came 
to the United States, three years ago, Mr. 
Dodge was his principal entertainer. 

Mr. Dodge leaves his wife and three sons, 
William Copeland Dodge, a New York 
lawyer, «Wendell Phillips Dodge, editor of 
The Strand Magazine and general press rep- 
resentative for David Belasco, and Richard | 
Paul Dodge, a scenic artist. 


French Nation Comforted 
' By a Henri Fabre Parable 


Nature Incident Related by Renowned 
Setentist Who Recently Diced Has Served 
Happily te Explain Present War Con- 
dition and to Inspire Redoubled Courage. 


(From The New York Herald.) 

The death of Henri Fabre, reported 
on Monday in a cable dispatch from Paris, 
lends a pathetic interest to the fact.that his 
name recently has been on nearly every 
one’s lips in France and mentioned also in 
other European countries. Tie man whom 
scientists have venerated for more than half 
a century as the greatest entomologist of all 
time has within the last few weeks attained 
to more popular renown than in all the 
ninety-odd years of his long life. 

Henri Fabre'’s great fame at this hour 
due to an incident which he narrated in one 
of his works and its metaphorical applica- 
tion to the present condition of the great 
war in Europe. That application has been 
accepted as so apt and accurate, and at the 
same time as so comforting and consoling 
that from France the pleasant message has 
been communicated to Italy and other coun- 
tries interested in the disheartening 
struggle. 

Victor Hugo had referred to Henri Fabre 
as the “Homer of the insect world.” Besides 
being a great critical scientist, he Was a 
man of poetic imagination, and his tales of 
insect life have proved to be a gold mine 
of parables for gifted French writers for 
two generations. ; 

Mr. Fabre loved the insects which 
studied, but he deplored the fact that some 
of them were addicted to wicked and de- 
praved habits and to almost incredible acts 
of treachery and cruelty. Fawning, friendly 
advances on the part of certain insects were 
usua}ly but the hypocritical cloak for deeds 
of rapine and murder. 

Many concrete instances were narrated 
by the naturalist with infinite detail and in- 
structive circumstantial information. One of 
these instances is now on every tongue. 

Mr. Fabre once saw a hornet pounce ona 
honey bee and* squeeze it slowly and relent- 
lessly. As the honey exuded from it the 
hornet continued to press and with its quick- 
ly moving tongue licked up the sweet food. 

Wihile this was going on, a strongly ar- 
mored mantis closed down on the hornet. 
With its powerful, thorny claws it gripped 
the feeding insect and it then sunk its jaws 
in the hornet’s stomach, 

The latter did not relax its hold 
bee. While the mantis was devouring 
vitals the hornet continued to squeeze the 
honey from the bee and with its active 
tongue to imbibe the delectable nectar. 

This incident, told by Mr. Fabre, was re- 
cently used by a French journalist as an ac- 
curate symbol of the present struggle. He 
ascribed the tale to a later naturalist, who 
had repeated it, but it was first told by Mr. 
Fabre. ~° 

Germany today, 
ing on the honey of 
France, while a more powerful force is 
gnawing away her vitals. Like the hornet, 
which the most dreadful of tragedies did not 
distract from the infinite pleasure of feasting 
on the honey, Germany is feasting on the 
marvelous mineral wealth of Belgium and 
France and feasting in imagination on new 
provinces, ports and trade routes, on new 
colonies to be conqutred and on sweet visions 
of bartering and exchanging to secure lead- 
ership on the oceans and a voice in the mak- 
ing of the world’s laws. England's navy has 
her in a death grip and the armies of France 
and her allies are devouring her vitals. 

Not all the arguments of all the military 
eritics, aided by charts and diagrams and 
drawings; not all the facts and figures of 
financiers and economists nor all the af- 
firmations of political leaders have sufficed 
to give to the French people the encourage- 
ment they have obtained from this one para- 
ble of a Henri Fabre story. It is simple, 
elemental and fully explanatory to the ordi- 
nary mind of a complex problem of over- 
whelming magnitude, bristling with ques- 
tions to which the answers are not obvious, 

How the very sources of life of the Ger- 
man nation are being destroyed by the war 
into which the government plunged and in 
which it persists in remaining explained 
to the people through the fact that these 
sources of national life are its men, its com- 
merce and its wealth. 

Its life blood is being drained away; one- 
third of its army is already destroyed. Its 
commerce has been completely killed. Its 
wealth dwindles and a large part of it has 
been forcibly taken by the state to defray 
the cost of the war. 

The facts about the third German war 
loan, over which the Kaiser and his chief 
government officials recently rejoiced so 
loudly before the world at large, are now at 
hand and they are of a nature to encourage 
the kaiser’s adversaries. Despite all efforts 
to hide the fact, it transpires that the Ger- 
man nation is stirred to indignation on the 
subject. 

The public had been induced to turn over 
bonds of the previous loan at 75 per cent of 
their nominal value for the new _ loan, 
through the savings banks, and to hv pothe- 
cate other securities for 70 per cent of thelr 
recognized value. 

Securities rather than specie were the 
basis of the loan. Public employees received 
a nominal advance in salary on condition 
that they would take their salary in bonds, 
and they could not refuse. 

Rather late the public has found that it 
has parted not only with its money but with 
its securities and titles in exchange for docu- 
ments which can have but little value unless 
Germany triumphs. The new application of 
Henri Fabre’s insect story, it is said, is 
beginning to be illuminating also for the 
Germans, and the effect of the parable may 
be of a momentous kind.

The street committee has 
made a favorable report on the repealing 
ordinance, but the vote was not unanimous, 
and a fight is expected in council.

Trade expands at a speedier pace, 
and reports, especially from the eastern 
half of the country, are more satis- 
factory than for three years past. <Ac- 
tivity in industries, many of which are 
sold far ahead, is accompanied by 
stiffer commodity’ prices, broader dis- 
tribution by jobbers, good sales by re- 
tail dealers, enlarged road orders, in- 
creased railway traffic, improved com- 
mercial demand for money, plethoric 
supplies of funds, largely increased 
bank clearings, better collections and 
reports that many houses have in- 
creased their traveling forces. Stocks 
of staple wearing apparel at practi- 
cally all points are light, the result of 
long-practiced conservative buying, and 
the uplift in trade seems to have de- 
veloped a rush to cover requirements. 
Most of the goods are wanted imme- 
diately, thus crowding manufacturers. 
The New England, the middle states, 
the central western, the southern and 
southwestern sections, all join in the 
chorus of good reports, manifestations 
in those zones being the best witnessed 
since October, 1912, or just as the first 
Balkan war began. 

War orders, making for large pay- 
rolls, high quotations for cotton and 
}its products, and profitable prices for 
wheat, provide the vehicles for speedier 
movements in the sections just named. 
Labor conditions are infinitely better 
than for years past. Cotton seed com- 
mands record prices, top quotations re- 
ceived, figured on a pound basis, ex- 
ceeding the price of wheat. It is true,
